solution for all parties,， he Said. 

Referring to some alleys and the 
streetlevel ofthe PingYuenbuilding， 
Wong said that by concentrating the 
peddlers atthose possible places, not 
onjly the interference with the traffic 
and store business may be reduced， 
these Spots may as Well become newW 
tourist attractions, and the City may 
consider putting up .a roof on the 
designated alley，hence to Improve 
Somehow the “peddlers ”work 
conditions. 

Some Storeowners Saidthat while 
the peddlery Phenomena Should 
eventually be eliminated, one Should 
not try to press for immediate 
disappearance of the existing ones.

The proprietor of Jingle Bell 
Company held that since most of the 
existing peddlers have no other 
means of earning a living, to ban or 
outlaw their business Was no less 
tbhan to force them into going on the 
dole.

According to Statistics provided by 
Public Advocates，Inc.，since thbe 
inception of the Consent Decree, the 
SF Police Department has retained 
374 of the 506 whites hired，a 
retention rate of 74 percent，while 
only 280 of the 429 minorities have 
Survived, -aretention rate of 65 
percent.

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The Pineview Project Should 
Proceed Independently 


This week the City Planning Commission of San 
Franclisco is being asked to settle a major dispute in 
Chinatown that in the long run may turn everyone in 
Chinatown into a loser. 

The imnmediate issue is whether the joint 
Georo/Self-Help proposal to replace the 71-unit, 1ow- 
costfamilyhousing atthe Orangeland siteintheheartof 
Chinatown with twotallertowers 一 a7-storytower with 
market-rate commercial andresidential spaceandall- 
Story tower of 70-unit government-subsidized, elderly 
housing. (Pineview Project) 一 和 ”beneficial or 
detrimental to those people directly affected by the 
Project. 

Ithe city approves its proposal SelfHelp for the 
Elderly and Georo Development Corporation claim 
that their join venture will add Federally subsidized 
elderly housing unlts and new stores，underground 
parking and33 market-rate condos to Chinatown. 工 hey 
further promise to provide 20-yearrent subsidies for 29 
ofthe712 families at anearby location and to relocate 
37 other displaced families in a yetrto-be located 
Chinatown site. 

OPpponents，especially the tenants in the existing 
building, seethejointventuretobe aschemetoputthem 
out in the streets and out of Chinatown. They wanted 
low-cost，on-site ITeplacement housing for the 71 
families or relocation to a maximum oftwo buildings in 
the Chinatown core to be maintained as long-term (20- 
year) 1ow-cost housing with enforceable guarantee in 
the form of master leases to the tenants association. 

The magnitude of the project leaves unanswered 
questions concerning the future of existing Chinatown， 
its_ characteristics，jife styles，density，traffic，and 
quality of environment The project also unjustly Pits 
two “powerless groups 一 elderly and immigrant 
families 一 against each other to scramble for the 
diminishing low-cost housing stock in Chinatown, and 
in the process precipitates a major rift among public 
interest groups in Chinatown. 

We think the Pineview Senior Housing Project 
should proceed as an independent project. We further 
Support the legitimate Tights of current tenants to 
guaranteed replacement housing. 加 


Accident off the China Coast: 


One Collision Leads to Another 


Whenthe vessel Chin Hung941 ofTaiwan collided 
on April 18 with afishingboat from mainland China o 储 
the coast of 和 Xiamen-Kinmen, the captain of the Vessel 
probably did not know that the tragic collision was to 
bring yet another kind of legal and political collission 
between him and his government. (天 as 太 了 玫 es 
4/24/85 ) 

Thefishingboat sank: oneman was known dead and 
eight fishermen missing. The Taiwan freighter with its 
13 crewmen Was escorted into 久 iamen (Amoy) by 
Chinese navy for investigation. 

In the aftermath of the accident，the Taiwan 
government called an emergency meeting and decided 
that neither the company that owned the freighter nor 
any representative of the Taiwan government would be 
allowed to“contact” or "negotiate "for the release of 
the ship and its crewmen, all of whom were residents of 
Taiwan. In factb the company for unknown reasons 
closed its door to family members of the crewmen 
anxious to find out the fate oftheir lovedones. Instead, 
the International Red Cross is now asked to negotiate 
for their release. 

This unusual, and seemingly irrational and callous

posture of the Taiwan government stemas from its three， 


Prohibition policies: no trading，postal and travel 
exchanges _ between her people and the People of 
mainland China. Therefore, for the government to act 
on behalf of her citizens and her citizens ”Property in 
this incident would constitute a violation of her Own 
Prohibition. 

The people of Taiwan'apparently do notthink much 
of these prohibitions. According to Taiwans own 
estimate，the _ trade _ between TIaiwan and China 


amounted to about US9550 million in 1984 and 


something like $300 million just the first quarter of 


1985$. Correspondence between the people on both 


sides ofthe strait through athird country, usually Hong 
Kong, Japan or the US, is an open Secret. Every year 
thousands of Taiwan tourists travel secretly to China， 
mostly through Hong 玫 ong, to visittheirrelatives or for 
Sightseeing. 

The prohibition stand is obviously unrealistic and 
not working and in Some cases harmful to self interests， 
The collision on high seas reveals the collision of 
anotherkind: betweenthe interests ofthepeople andthe 
interests of a government out of touch with its Own 
people. 加 


Mayor Feinstein Vetoes 
Sidewalk Peddlers Ordinance 


Mayor Dianne Feinstein last Week vetoed an 
ordinance which .would allow approximately 50 
peddlers to sell their wares in Chinatown. The mayor 
cited traffic problems，particularly along portions of 
Stockton Street，as her reason for the veto. 

Inthe community, merchants claimedthe ordinance 
created unfair competition, sayingthatthe peddlers pay 
no rent and Sell merchandise Similar to nearby stores. 
Some complained of peddlers who sell froma theirtrucks 
and cars parked in one Spot all day long. Others 
protested the peddlers” selling of vegetables and fish 
from the sidewalks. 

Wefeelthatthe mayors veto reflects the opinion of 
a great majority of Chinatown residents. On the other 
hand, the peddlers do have rights to sell their wares， 
although not on busy sidewalks in the heart of 
Chinatown. We hope the city government will soon 
designate an area or two for them to open an outdoor 
market place. 图

Center for Southeast AsianR efugee 
Resettlement celebrated the formal

Centerfor Southeast Asian Refugee 
Resettlement (CS ARR) has Pro- 
vided services in resettlement, health 
care，Social needs and vocational 
training for an estimated 40,000 
Southeast AsSian refugees Since its 
establishment in 1975,， according to 
Vu-Duc  Vuong， the executive 
director. 


OWNERSHIP 

Vuong told 忆 /不 that in the last 
three to four years，the center has 
also developed business ownership 
projects to help those who would like 
to _ Start 3a business in the Bay 
Area. 

“A primary goal of the center isS 
to _ guide refugees toward economic 
self-sufficiency,” Vuong Said。 Its 
Central Intake Unit 一 considered by 
many observers as one of the best in 
the state 一 ScreenSs， aSSeSSes and 
verifies the Skills and potentials， 
languages facility, work attitude and 
goal directions of the newcomers. 
The center then offers training，and 
eventually refers them to prospective 
employers. 

PROJECTS 

Presently，the federally-funded 
vocational training programs at the 
center focus on two Projects: hotel 
housekeeping and computer/ 
electronics assembly and 
Tepair. 

“Othertraining programs used to 
be offered here，but we discovered 
that these two are relatively easy to 
learn and are in demand here in the 
Bay Area for people who have a

“Yet,byandlarge;theemployers 
find the newcomers to be hard- 
working and dependable on their-* 
jobs. There is a strong motivation 
among them to be able to Succeed in 
their struggle for a better life 
here . . . .

Taiwan Response to US Congress: 
No Extradition of Liu Murderers 


TAIPEI 一 TIhere will be no 
extradition of those linked to the 
murder of Chinese American 
journalist Henry Liu，according to 
HSsi Chi-yang，minister of Legal 
Affairs of the Taiwan government. 

JIn response to the lopsided vote 
in the US House of Representatives， 
387 to 2，calling on the Taiwan 
government to “cooperate fully in 
the case of Henry Liu by delivering 
to the US for trial those citizens of 
Taiwan charged by authorities in the 
UsS in connection with the murder of 
Henry Liu,”Hsi reiterated on April 
26 his_ government's long-standing 
position that existing Iaiwan laws 
would not permit extradition of the 
Suspects. (下 ayY 玫 esk 4/24/185) 

“Chen Chi-li and other suspects 
in the Liu case are all citizens of the 
Republic of China [Iaiwan],” said 
Hsi.“Underthelaws ofthe Republic 
of China，we,are required to refuse 
extradition demands whether these 
demands come before，during or 
after the trial.” 

Chen Chi-li and Wu Tun, leaders 
of the United Bamboo gang，were 
convicted and sentenced last month 
by Taiwan's civilian court for the 
murder of Liu，Separately，Vice 
Admiral Wang Hsi-ling，Taiwan's 
Military_ intelligence chief and his 


two top deputies were also convicted 
and sentencedbyamilitary tribu nal 
for their role in the case. 


It is not clear how the latest 
refusal will affect the already 
strained relations between Taiwan 
and the US.， The case has also 
Precipltated 。 an unprecedented 
political crisis in Taiwan Since the 
Kuomintang regime retreated from 
Mainland China in 1949. Persistent 
allegations that Chiang 再 siao-wu， 
the second Son of President Chiang 
Ching-kuo and heir apparent，1s 
implicated in the Liu case，have 
raised questions regarding the

Compounding the situation，last 
week， there were unconfirmed 
reports in both Taiwan and Japan 
that ailing President Chiang Ching- 
kuo was hospitalized，Chiang has 
been suffering from a severe case of 
diabetes. According to these reports， 
the Liu controverSsy and recent 
financial Scandals involving both 
high government officials and some 
of the biggest corporations in 
Taiwan have seriously affected his 
health. 

When asked about these reports， 
officials refused to make any 


comment to either confirm or deny 
their validity. Privately these 
officials said that the reports are SO 
obviously wrong that “they do not 
deserve refutation.” As _ evidence， 
they cited several official events in 
the past week in which the President 
appeared. 
WARNINGS 

Meanwhile，the Iaipei govern- 
ment formally warned individuals 
and political magazines in Iaiwan 
not to escalate their criticisms of the 
government， A Spokesman for the 
government said on April 25 thatthe 
authorities will take legal steps 
against “those who threaten the- 
national security”and social well- 
beings.” 

In Beiljing， the Chinese

When they found 
out TIwas a USDA Prime, the price 
was kicked up to 30 yuan. 

I was able to see the difference 
between the waythe Chinese treated 
HongKong students and the waythe 
Chinese treated me when Itravelled 
with some students from the Chinese 
University of HongKong for a week. 

By myself when I asked for the 
student price in hotels and in train 
stations, [was requested to show my 
student ID and passport. 工 was then 
told TIwasmnt an eligible student. My 
Hong Kong friends didn't even have 
to ask to get their student discounts. 
Many of the independent travellers 
who entered China from Hong 玉 ong 
had_ obtained a forged Taiwanese 
student ID in Hong Kong. Iturned 
the idea down as unethilcal. 

When I arrived at each of the 19 
citiesIvisited, 工 would go from bus to 
bus askingtheticket collectors which 
bus Ishould take to the hotel. I 


always ended up doing a lot_of 


backtracking._ My Hong 天 ong 
friends had ”an airconditioned 
Toyota van meet them at the train 
station to take them to the hotel. In 
this one city 工 didnthave to struggle 
aboard an overcrowded bus that 


always seemed to be able to 
accommodate just one more 
Chinese. 

ROOM 


Once we arrived at the hotel, my 
Hong Kong friends were Processed 
first and got an air-conditioned room 
with private _ bathroom.  Ihirty 
minutes later， 工 was assigned to a 
room with electric fans and a crude 
bathroom to be shared with my two 
English roommates andthepeople in 
the next door. The shower consisted 
of a pipe sticking out of the wall. 工 
could have gotten an identical room 
that my friends got, but at twice the 
Price. 

Our first day together, they Said， 
“Just let Raymond pay for 
everything.， We'll tally up in the 
end.”This seemed to make a lot of 
Sense, as buses are only pennies and 
meals are only one to two dollars 
outside the hotels. Often the Chinese 
wouldn't have change for large bills. 

At the end of the day when we 
splitcompanyIaskthemhowmuchI 
owed them，TIhey hemmed and 
hawedandfinallytold methey didnt 
want me to pay. Ihey explained to 
me it's the Chinese way to treat a 
guesb and they wouldn't accept my 
money under any condition. 

“You understand the Chinese 
way, don t you2” they smiled. 

“Oh yes,”I answered: Oh yes. 
Five years ago my uncle from New 
York visited our family， When we 
went out to dinner, my uncle and my 
father argued over the bill，Both 
insisted on paying, and both went to 
the cashier to pay. It ended up that 
the restaurant got paid twice. When 
my fatherfound thisout, he was livid 
and he Swore he?*d never follow itihis 
custom again.

I was a bit of a novelty to these 
students.

bilingual education teachers and in- 
structional materials in the 
students” native languages.?” 

Macias Says, “Much of the past 
Tesearch on bilingualism relies on 
the so-called One Balloon/Two 
Balloon Theory. The theory main- 
tains that access to memory banks js 
accomplished through language， 
and that the more content，oOr “air， 
you pnut into memory banks ac- 
cessed through Language No. 1l, the 
less room ls left for memory banks 
accessed through Language No. 2.2” 

He explains,“According to this 
notion, you Should never teach sub- 
ject content in a student's native 
language，since what he learns is 
neither recoverable _ through 一 noOr 
transferable to 一 the second 
]anguage.2”
